Eight were beaten home by the Lon 

Charles Howard Admirall of England: 
Tf Mr. Strozzs the Count Brzzack 
the Count of Y:#7noſo and others, with 
the Fleer of fifty eight fayle and fix 
thouſand Souldiers, encountered with 
far lefſe numbers could not defend the 
. Terceres, Leaving to ſpeake of a world 
of other attempts furniſhed by Kings 
and Princes, If Sir Francis Drake, 
Sir Jon Hawkins and Sit Thomas Buſ? 
bus 2." OY 
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kervile men for their experience and 
valour as Eminent as England had4+ 
ny,firengthned with divers of her Mas 
jeſties ſhips, and fild with Souldiers 
at will, could not poſſeſſe themſelves of 
the Treaſure they ſought for, which in 
their view was imbarked in certaine 
Frigotts at Puerto Rico, yet afterward 
they were repulſed with fifty vo 
upon the Mountains of YVaſques Nithite 
us, Or Sterra de Capira in their paſſage 
towards Pananta: If Sir Fohn Norris 
( though not by any fault of his) failed 
in the attempts of Lyſbone and returned 
with the loſle, by ficknefſe and other- 
wiſe, of eight thouſand men. Vhar 
wonder is it, but chat mine (which is 
the laſt) being followed with a com- 
pany of Voluntiers who for the moſk 
part had neither ſeen the Sea nor the 
Warres, who, ſome forty Gentlemen 
excepted, had we the very ſcumme of 
the World: Drunkards, Blaſphemers 
and ſuchothers as their ' Fathers Bro- 
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rhens and freinds thought it an exceed- 
ing good gaine to be diſcharged of 
them with the hazard of ſome thirty 


forty or fifty pounds, knowing they | 
could nor have liv'd a whole yeare fo 


cheape at home: I ſay what wonder is 
ir,ifT have failed, where could neither 
be preſent my ſelfe, nor had any of the 
Commanders (whoml moſt truſted ) 
living, or in ftate to ſupply my place? 
_,, Now,where it was bruted, both be- 
fore my departure out of England and 
by che mo | men beieived,that I meanr 
nothing lefſe then to go to Guiana: but 
that being once at liberty and in mine 
owne power, having made my way 
with ſome Forraigne Prince I would 
tyrne Pyratt and utterly forſake my 
Countrey . My being at Guiavs, my 
returning into -E:gl/arnd unpardoned , 
and my not takeing the ſpoile of. the 
Subj. of any Chriſtian Prince, hath (1 
doubt not) deſtroyed that Opinion . 
... Butthis is not all: for ic hath becn 
+ given 
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given out by an hypocritticall Theite 
who was the firſt Maſter ofmy ſhipp: 
And by an ungratefull Youth which 
waited upon me in my Cabbin, 
though of honourable worthy Parents: 
andby others: That I catrycd with me 
out of England twenty two thouſand 
peices of twenty two ſhillings the 
peice, and thererefore necded not, or 
cared not to diſcover any Mine in Gur- 
ana, nor make any other attempt elfe- 
where: Which Report being carried 
ſecretly from one to an other in my 
ſhip, and fo ſpread rhrough all the 
ſhips in the Fleet which ftaid with me 
at Trenidado while our Land- Forces 
were in Guiana, had like to have been 
my utter overthrow in a moſt miſera- 
ble faſhion; For it was conſulted 
when I had taken my Barge atid gone 
2 ſhoarc(cither to diſcover or otherwiſe 
as I often did ) That my ſhip ſhould 
haveer ſaile and left me there, where 
either I muſt have ſuffered Famine, 
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been eaten with wilde beaſts, or haye 
fallen into the hands of the Spaniards 
and been Hlayed alive as others of the 
Engliſh, which came thither but to 
_ only, had formerly been, 


To this Reporr of Riches, I make | 


this Proteſtation , That if it can be 
prooved, cirher now or hereafter, that 
I had in the world, either in my keep- 
ing or in my power, either direQly or 
indire&ly in truſt or otherwiſe, above 
one hundred peices when I departed 
London, of which had left forty five 
peices with my wife, and fifty five I 
carried with me: I acknowledge my 
ſelfe for. a Reprobate, a Villaine, a 
Traitor to the King, and the moſt un- 
worthy man that doth live,or ever hath 
liv'd upon the earth. ; 

. Now where the Captaines that left 
me in the 7zdzes ,and Captaine B azly, 
that ran away from me at Cancerota 
have, to excuſe rhemſelves, obje& 
for the firſt , That I lingered at Pli- 

mouth 
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mouth when I might have gone thence, 
and loſt a faire Wind and time of the 
geare, or to that effeF. It is ſtrange that 
men of faſhion and Gentlemen ſhould 
ſo grofly bely their owne knowledge : 
And that had not I lived norreturnd to 
have made anſwer to this FaQtion, yet 
all that know us 1n Plimouth and all 
chat wehadto deale withall knew the 
contrary, For after I had ſtayed at the 
Ile of w:ght divers daies; the Thunder, 
Commanded by Sir #warram St. Leger 
by the negligence of her Maſter, was at 
Lee in the Thames; and after I arrived 
at Pl:mouth, Captaine Pennington was 
not come then to the Ile of P7ght, and 
being arrived there, 'and not able to 
redeeme his Bread from the Ba- 
kers, he rodeback to LONDON 
to intreat help from my wife to pay 
for ir, who having nor ſo much money 
to ſerve his turne, ſhe wrote to Mr. 
wood of Portſmouth and gave him her 
word for thirty pounds, which ſhee 

| ſoone 
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ſoone after payd him , without which 
(as Pennington himſelfe proceſted ro 
my wife ) he had not bin able to have 

one the journey : Sir Fohx Ferne I 
Fund there without all hope of being 


able to proceed, having nor men nor } 


m-ny, and in great want of other pro- 
viſion, infomuch as I furnifhed him 
by my Cozen Herbert with a hundred 
— having ſupplied himſelfe in 
wales with a hundred pounds before 
his coming to Plimouth: and procured 
him athird handred pound from the 
worthy and honeſt Deane of Exeter 
DoRor Sutcliffe . Captaine Whitney 
whomel alſo ſtayed for, had a third 
part of his viQualls to provide , inſo- 
much as having no mony to help him 


withall I ſold my Plate in Pl;mouth to - 


ſupply him. Bazly I left at the Iſle of 
Wight , whoſe arrivall I alſo attended 
here ſome ten or twelve daies as I re- 
member, and what ſhould move B azly 
only to leave me as he did at the Cana- 

ries 
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ries, from whence he might have de» 
parted with my loveand leave, and at 
his returnetodo me all the wrong he 
could deviſe, I cannot conceive; he 
ſeemed to me from the —_ not to 


| wanrtany thing, he only deſired of me 


ſome Ordnance and ſome iron-bound 
Cake,andI gave it him; T never gave 
him ill language nor offercd him the 
leaſt unkindneſſe ro my knowledge : 
It is true, that refuſed him a French 
Shallop which he tooke in the Bay of 
Portingall outward bound, and yet af- 
ter I had bought her of the French, and 
paid fifry Crownes ready mony for her 
if Batly had then deſired her he might 
have had her ; But to take any thing 
from the French, or from any other na- 
tion, I meant 1t nor. 

True it is,that as manly —_ ſuccee- 
ded both againſt Reaſon and our beſt 
endeavours; 50 it is moſt commonl 
true, that men are the cavſeof their 
owne miſery, as I was of mine, when I 

undertooke

undertooke my late enterpriſe withour 
a pardon for all my Company, har 
ving heard it avowed in England be- 
fore they wear, that the Commiſhon 
I had, was granted to a man who was 
Non Ens in law, ſo hath the want 
thereof taken from me both Armes 
and Actions: Which gives boldneſſe 
to every petty Compatlion to ſpread 
Rumours ro my Defamation and the 
wounding of my Reputation, in all 
places where I cannot be preſent to 
make them Knaves and Lyars, 

It hath been ſecondly objefted, That 
I put into Ireland and ſpent much time 
there, taking care to Reviftuall my ſelfe 
and none of the reſt . 

Certainly I had no purpoſe to ſee 
Ireland when I left Pl;mouth, but be- 
ing encountered with a ſtrong Storme 
ſome eight Leagues to the Weſtward 
of Scilly, in which Captaine Chudleyes 
Pinace was ſuncke,and Captaine Ks 
thruſt into Briſtol]; I held it the or 
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fice of a Commander of many ſhips, 
and thoſe of divers Saylings and con- 
ditions, of which ſome could Hull 
and Trye, and ſome of them beat it 
up upon a Tack, and others neither 
able to doe the one nor the other, 
rather to take a Port and keep his 
Fleete together , then either to en- 
danger the loſſe of Maſts and Yardes; 
or to have it ſevered farre aſunder, and 
to be thruſt into divers places . For the 
attendance of mecring them againe at 
the next-Randezvous, would conſume 
more Time and Vicuall, and per- 
chance the weake ſhips might be ſet 
upon, taken, or diſordered , then 
could be ſpent by recovering a Har- 
bour, and attending the next change of 
wind , 

That the difſevering of PFleets hath 
beene the overthrow of many Adt- 
ons , I could give many Examples, 
were it not in every mans Know-. 
ledge. In the laſt Enterprize 

worth 
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worth, undertaken by our Exgl:ſþ Na- 
tion with three Squadrons of ſhips, 
Commanded by the Earle of Efex, 
the Earle of Swffolke and my felfe, 
where was alſo preſent the Earle of 
Southampton, If we being ſtorme-bea- 
ten in the Bay of Alcaſhar or Biſcaye 
had had a Port unger our Lee, that we 
might have kept our Tranſporting 
ſhips with our men of War, we had 
inall likelihood both taken the 1ndian 
Fleet and the A ſores. 

That we ſtaid long in 7reland it 1s 
true, but they muſt accuſe the Clouds 
and not me, for our ſtay there; for 
loſt not a day of a good Wind: and 
there was not any Captaine of the | 
Fleet bnt had Credit or might have 
had for a great deale of more viQualls 
then we ſpent there, and yet they had 
of me fifty Beeves among' them and 
ſomewhat elſe . 

For the third Accuſation, That 7 
landed in Hoftile maner at Lancerotay 
Certaimly 
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Certainly Captaine Bazly had greate 
wanr of matter when he gave that for 
an excuſe of his turning back, for I re- 
ferr my ſelfe to Mr. Barzey, who I 
know will ever juſtific a truth, to 
whom ( when he came to me from 
Captaine Barly to know whether he 
ſhould land his men with the reſt) I 
madethis anſwer, that he might land 
them if it plcaſed him, or otherwiſe 
keepe them aboard, for I had agreed 
with che Governor for a proportion of 
vituall which I hovrely expe&cd : 
And it is rrue, that the Governor being 
deſirous for ro ſpeake with me with 
one Gentleman with him with their 
Rapiers only, which I accepring, and 
taking with me Leivetcnant Bradſbaw, 
we agreed: that I ſhould ſend up an 
Engliſh FaQtor ( whoſe ſhip did then 
rile in the Roade } and that whatſoe- 
ver the Iſland could yeeld ſhould be 
delivered at a reaſonable rate; I ſent 
the Engliſh FaQor according to our a- 


greement, 
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ment, bur the Governour put it off | 
from one morning to an other, and 1n | 


the end ſent me word , that cxcept I 
would imbarque my men which lay on 
the Sea ſide, Slanders were (o jealous 
as they durſt not ſever themſelves to 
make our Proviſions: I did fo, but 
when the one halfe were gotten aboard 
two of our Centinells forct, one ſlaine 
and the Engliſh FaRtor ſent to tell 
mee that he had nothing for us, whom 
he ſtill believed to be a Fleet of the 
Turks , who had lately taken and de- 
ſiroyed Puerto Saufto ; Hereupon all 
the Companies would have marched 
toward the Towne and have ſackt it, 
but I knew it would not only diſlike 
His Majeſty, But that our Merchants 
having a continuall trade with thoſe I- 
{lands,that their Goods would have bin 
Rayed, and amongſt the reſt, the poor 
Engliſh man riding in the Road ha 
ving all that he brought thither aſhore, 
would have been utterly undone.

At the Tryangle Iſlands I imbarked

Leagues off from whence, I dire&ed 
them for the River of Surn7ama,the bet 
part of all that Trat of land between

Ine 
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Myne and the Towne, which they did 
nor ſuſpedt tobe ſo necr them as 1t was, 
and meaning to reſt themſelves on the 
Rivers {ide rill che next day , they 
were in the nig'1t ſet upon and char- 
ped by the Spaniards, which be- 
ing unlouked for, the Common fort 
of them were {» amazed, as had 
not the Captaines and ſome other 
valiant Gentlemen made a Head and 
encouraged the reſt, they had all been 
broken and cut in pieces, To repell this 
force purting themſelves in order, they 
charged the Spaniards, and following 
them upon their retreat they were rea- 
dy to enter the Town, ere they knew 
where they were, and being then char- 
ged agatge by the Governour, and foure 
or five Captaines which lead their 
Companies ; My Sonne not tarrying 
for my Musketiers run up in the head 
of a company of Pikes, where he was 
firſt ſhot, and preſſing upon a Spaniſh 
Captaine called Erenetta with his

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ſword ; Erinettataking the ſmall end 
ofhis Musker in his hand ſtrucke him 
on the head with 'the ſtock and feld 
him, whom againe Fohz Ple/;ygron, my 
Sonnes Serſeanr, thruſt through with 
bis Halbert;, at which time alſo the 
Governour Dzego Palmeque and the 
reſt of the Spaniſh Capraines bein 
{laine, and their Companies divided 
they betooke therhſelves into a houſe, 
or hold adjoynirg to the market place, 
where they ſlew and wounded the Eng- 
liſh at thetr pleaſure, ſo as we had: no 
way to ſaveour ſelves ; bur by firin 
thoſe houſes adjoyning, which done all 
the Spaniards ran into the bordering 
Woods, and Hills, keeping the Eng- 
liſh ſtill waking wich perpettall A- 
larums.

Company, and was there by in danger 
to be {laine or caſt into the Sea becauſe 
I refuſed it ? 

A ſtrange fancy had it been in me 
to have perſwaded my Sonne whom I 
have loft, and to have perſwaded my 
Wife to have adventured the 8000.1, 
which his Majeſty gave them for Sher- 
boxe, and when that was ſpear, to per- 
ſwade my Wife to ſell her bouſe at 
Michqrp,in hope of intiching them by 
Hts Rn — "-—— 
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the Mynes of Guiaze ; it I my ſelf had 
not ſcene them with my owne eyes ; 
for being old and weakely,thirty years 
in priſon, and not uſed to the ayre to 
travell andto watching, ir being ten 
to one that I ſhould ever have returned, 
and to which by reaſon of my violent 
fickneſſe, and the long continuance 
thereof, no man had any hope, what 
madnefle could have made me under- 
takethis journey but the aſſurance of 
the Myne, thereby ro have done his 
Majeſtic ſervice, to have bettered my 
Country by rhe trade, and to have re- 
ſtored my Wife and Children their 
Srares ; they had loſt for that, I have 
refuſed al] orher ways or means, tor 
rhat | had a purpoſe to have changed 
my Maſter, and my Country, my re- 
rurne in the ſtate I did returne may 
fatisfie every honeſt and indifferent | 
man.

Jeſus of Lubeck a Ship ofher Majeſties 
of a 1000 tun burnt; had his men ſlain 
which hee left on the Land; loſt his 
Ordnance, and all the treaſure _— 
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he had got by Trade ; what reaſon had 
Ito goe unarmed upon the Ambaſſa- 
dours promiſes, whoſe words and 
thoughrs that theywere one, it hath wel 
appeared fince then, aſwell by the for- 
ces which he perſwaded his Maſter to 
ſend tO Gutars to encounter me, and 
cut me off there ; as by his perſecutirg 
of me ſince my recurne z who have net- 
ther invaded his Maſters Indies, nor 
his Fleet, whereof he ſtood in doabr. 
True it is, that the Spaniards can 
not endure that the Engliſh Nation 
ſhould looke upon any part of Amers- 
ca, being above a fourth part of the 
whole knowne world ; and the hun- 
dred part neither poſlefſed by the Spa- 
niards, norto them knowne, as Aroft a 
the Jeſuit in his deſcription of the 


Weſt Indies doth confeſſe, and well ' 


know to be true : Nothough the King 
of Sparne can pretend no other title to 
all that he hath not conquered, then 


-h } the Popes donation; for from the 


he 
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fraitsof Megelan ro the river of Plate, 
bemg a greater territory then althat the 
Spaniards poſleſſe in Pers or Chile,and 
from Cape St. Anuguſtines tO Trinidado 
being a greater exient of Land then all 
which he poſtefſes in Nows Sparne, Or 
elſewhere, they have not onefuote of 
ound m their poſſcfſhon, neither for 
the greateſt parr of it ſo much as in 
thoir owne knowletipe, 
In Orrenoque they have lately ſet up 
a Wooden Towne,and made a kind of 
a Forte, but they have never been able 
Either ro Conquer the Guianians ; 
gor'to reconcile them, but the Gniani- 
ans before their planting, they did wil- 
lingly reſigne all that territory to her 


Majcſty, who by me promiſed to re» | 


ceive them, and defend them againſt 
the Spaniards; and 'though I were 4 
Priſoner for this-laft fourteene years, 
yet I wasatthe charge-cvery yeare, or 
every ſecond yeare, to fend unto them 
to keepe them in hope 'of being —_ 

Ved, 
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ved. And as I have ſaid before the grea- 
teſt of the naturall Lords, did offer us 
a rich Myne of Gold in his owne 
Country in hope to ho!d us there; 
And if this uſurped poſſeſſion of the 
Spaniards be a ſufficient bar to his Ma- 
jeſties right z and that thereby the King 
of Sparne calls him(elfe King of Guta- 
na, why might he not aſwell call him- 
ſelfe Duke of Br:ttaine, becauſe hee 
rooke poſſeſſion of Blewett, and builr 
a Forte there; and calls himſelfe King 
of Irelaxd ; becauſe he tooke poſſeſfion 
at Smerike and built a Forte there, 
Ifche Ambaſſadour had proteſted 
to his Majeſty that my going to Gu71a- 
a bcfore I went would be a breach to 


| the peace, I am perſwaded that his Ma» 


jeſty if he had not bin reſolved that 
Guiana had been his would have ſtayed 
me, but if it be not thought to be a 
breach of Peace not for the going thi- 
ther (for that cannot be} becauſe I had 


| no other intent, and went with leave ;

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bur for taking and burning of a Spa- 
niſhtowne inthe Country, cerrainly, 
if the Country be the King of Sparrs, 
it had beenno lefſe a breach of Peace 
to havewrought any Myne of his, and 
to have rob'd him of his Gold : then 
it isnow cald'd a breach of peace to 
take a t,wne*of his in Gurans and 
burne it, and with as good reaſon 
might I have bin called a thiefe and a 
robber of the King of Sparne, if the 
Coun'ry benot his Majeſties, as I am 
now purſued for the Invaſion , for ei- 
ther the Country is the King of Sparns 
or not the Kings z if it be the Kingy, 1 
havenot then offended ; if it be not the 
Kings, I muſt have periſhed, if I had 
but taken Gold out of the M ynes there, 
though I had found no Spaniards in 
the Country, 

For concluſion, if we had had any 
peace with the Spaniards in thoſe party 
ofthe world z why did even thoſe Spa» 


niards, which were now ——_— | 
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in Gu1ans, = ſix andthirty Engliſh 
men out of Maſter wals Ship of 
London and mine back to back, and cut 
their throars, after . they had traded 
with them a whole month, and came ro 
them a ſhore; having not ſo much as a 
ſword, or any other weapon, among 
them all, and if the Spaniards to our 
complaints made anſwer, that there 
wasnothing in the treate againſt our 
trading in the Indies,but that we might 
trade at our perill , [ ruſt in God that 
the word perill ſhall ever be conſtru- 
ed to be indifferent to both Nations g

A Letter of Str WALTER 
RAWLEIGH to my 
Lord Carevy touching 
Guwana. 
Ecauſe I know not whether I | 
ſhall live, to come before the 
Lords, I have for his Majeſtics ſatis- 
fation here ſet downe as much as I 
can ſay, either for mine owne defence, 
or againſt my ſelfe, as things are now 
conſtrued. | 
Ic is true, that though I acquainted 
his Majeſty with my intent to Land in | 
Gutanas, yet I never made it knowne 
to his Majeſty that the Spaniards had | 
any footing there ; neither had I any | 
authority by Patent, to remove them | 
from thence, and therefore his Majeſty 
had no intereſt in the attempt of Saint 
Thome by any forcknowledge in his |, 
Majeſty. Bur 
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But knowing his Majeſttes citle to 
the Country to be beſt, and moſt 
Chriſtian, becauſe the natural! Lords 
did moſt willingly acknowledge 
Queene El:zabeth to be their Sove- 
raigne, who by me promiſcd to defend 
them from the Spaniſh cruelry, I made 
no doubt but I might enter the Land 
by force, ſeeing the Spaniards had no 
other title but torce, (the Popes dona- 
tion excepted ) conſidering alſo that 
they had _ a poſſeſſion there divers 
yeares ſince my poſſeſſion for the 
Crowneot Ernelard,tor werenot Guia” 
a his Majeſties, then might I aſwell 
have bin queſtioned for a thiefe, for ta- 
king the Gold out of the King of 
Spains Mynes, as the Spaniards doe 
now call me a peace breaker; for, from 
any territory that belongs to the King 
of Sparne, it is no more lawfull to take 
Gold,then lawfull for the Spaniardsto 
take Tinne out of Cornewal,, -were this 
pollcſhon of theirs a ſufficient Bar to

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his Majefties Right,the Kings of Spain 
may as well call themſelves Dukes of 
Brittaine, becauſe they held B emer, and 
fortified there; and Kings of 1reland. 
becauſe they poſſeſſed Smereck and for- 
tified there, and ſon other places. 

That his Majeſty was n ell refolyed 
of his righe there, I make no kiad of 
doubr, becauſe the Engliſh both under 
Maſter Charls Leigh and Maſter Hare- 
zourt had leave-to plant and inhabire 
the Country. 

The Orrenoque it ſelfe, had long ere 
this had 55200. Engliſh in ir, I affure 
my ſelfe, had not my employment at 
Cales, the next yeare after my returne- 
from 6G urns, and after that our jonr- 
fy to the Iflands hindered me, for thoſe 
two years after with TeroxerRebetlion, 
made her —_— unwilling that any 

reat number of Ships or men fhould 
taken ont of Eng d, till that re- 
bellion 'were ended; 


and lafily, her 
Majeſties death , my long jc. Fog 
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ment gave time to the Spaniards 
to ſet up-a towne of ſticks covered 
with leaves of trees upon the banke of 
Orronoque, which they call St, Thome, 
but rhey have neither reconciled nor 
Conquered any of the Caffiques or na- 
turall Lords of the Country, which 
Cafſiques are till in armcs againſt 
them, as by the Governours Letter to 
the King of Spaine, may appeare :

Now if thiskind of trade be peace- 
able, there is then a peaceable trade in 
the Indies, betweene us and the Spa- 
niards, but if this be cruell Warre and 
hatred, and no peace, then there is no 
peace broken by our attempt; Againe, 
how doth it ſtand with the greatneſſe 
of the King of Sparze, firſt to call us e- 
nemies, when he did hope to cut us in 
pieces, and then having failed, to call 
us peace breakers : for to be an enemy 
and a peace breaker in one and the 
ſame a&ion is impoſſible. 

Bur the King of Sparne in his Let- | 
ters to the Governour of Gta: dated 
at Madrill the 29 of March, before we 
left the Thames, calls us Engleſes ent-

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fit had pleaſed the King of Sparze 
to have writren to his Maſelit.in ſeaven 
months time, for we were fo l6ng in 
pteparing, and have mate his Majeſty 
know, that our landing in Ge:

would have ſtaicd our entetptiſe for the 

reſent, | 

This he might have done with lefſe 
charge, then to leavy three hundred 
ſouldiers and tranſport ten pieres of 
Ordnatice from Portarico, which fotls 
diers added to the Garriſon of St; 
Thome : tad they atrived before our 
comming, had overthrowtte all our 
raw compantes, atid rhere would have 
followed ho complaints.

they could doe no lefle then repell 
force by forcey laſtly ir isa matter of 
no ſmall conſequence to acknowledge 
that wee have offended the King of 
Spaine by landing in Guraz8.
